The decision went off 011 the 
point th a t the Legislature had no 
power to delegate its function of m ak­ 
ing laws. 
W e have therefore arrived 
at the end of an agitation which, how­ 
ever laudable in jtself, was believed 
by m any temperance people tobe mis­ 
directed. 
Under these circumstances 
there will never be a chance to deter­ 
m ine w hether Local option,if enforced 
would really promote tho cause of 
temperance, 
liut if tho l ocal Option 
law is dead, the temperance sentim ent 
is not. 
It is an evidence of a great 
moral progress that such a law should 
not only be passed by the Legislature, 
but should have received the indorse­ 
m ent of so m any citizens and villages. 
I t is not too much to expect that from 
such a sentim ent we shall yet get a 
really valuable temperance law. It is 
the experience of the world that m an­ 
kind cannot be reformed at a single 
effort. 
No law has ever been passed 
th a t changed the whole habits of a 
people. 
The first step in a really nat­ 
ural temperance reform would he to 
place the sale of liquor in respectable 
hands, and the second to discriminate 
against strong drinks.

OCR little evening cotempoiary ac­ 
cuses the H e r a l d of trying to belittle 
it. This is a mistake. 
W e never at­ 
tem pt impossibilities. 


T h e fight is so organized in Mis­ 
souri that there seems but little doubt 
but th at the Independents will elect 
their candidate for Governor—Major 
G e n t r y —and a majority of their Con­ 
gressmen. 


E n g i n e e r C r a w f o r d is not favor­ 
ably impressed with the practicability 
ofTejunga Cafion as a railroad pass. 
It is narrow and the surface very ir­ 
regular, the grade reaching as high as 
two hundred and fifty feet to the mil?. 
H e believes there are other and better 
passes through the Sierra Madre, and 
he will start out in search of them in 
a few days. 


W e regret to find the Express con­ 
necting the term “ Vigilance Com­ 
m itte e ” with the M c D o n a l d murder 
case. The necessity’ for such a body 
does not exist in tins community. 
The H e r a l d has pointed out the utter 
worthlessness of the law governing 
criminal cases and cited the fact that 
such law tends to destroy the confi­ 
dence of the people in alt law and re­ 
grets that the Express thinks itself 
called upon to speak of a Vigilance 
Committee. 


At this time it is hardly just to ap­ 
ply the term “ rotten burrough” to 
the State of Nevada. The palm for 
th at sort of thing belongs to San Fran­ 
cisco. 
In the metropolis, corruption 
in office seems to be the custom and 
not the exception. 
First the Tax Col­ 
lector is discovered to have strayed a 
long way from the line of duty to the 
people. Then the Assessor's Office is 
found in a condition which necessi­ 
tates the taking charge thereof by the 
Mayor and Auditor. 
N ext we find 
Coroner R ice in possession of a valua­ 
ble buggy robe which belonged to the 
estate of a dead m an who suicided and 
was sat on by the Coroner and his jury. 
Really, some of San Francisco’s office­ 
holders are proving themselves un­ 
worthy servants of the people. 


Railroad Prospects. 


There is 
more 
energy apparent 
among our leading citizens at this 
time in the way of railroad enterprise 
than we have been able to note here­ 
tofore. 
There seems a quiet determ in­ 
ation on the part of those from whom 
we have a right to expect action, to 
take measures which will secure the 
building of the Los Angeles and Inde­ 
pendence Railroad. 
W e understand 
th at the Company’ is effecting a per­ 
m anent organization and in a few days 
an assessment of ten per cent, on tlie 
stock subscribed will be levied. The 
books will be opened, and all m en of 
means who desire the prosperity of 
our city’ and valley will not hesitate 
to take such an am ount of stock 
as their financial condition will war­ 
rant. Senator J o n e s has subscribed 
$220,000 to aid in the construction of 
this road and if the people of Los A n­ 
geles county will set the ball in mo­ 
tion with liberal subscriptions and en­ 
ergetic action ho will not only invest 
more of ins own m oney but he will 
induce other capitalists to invest their 
means in theenterprise. There never 
was a tim e when the interests of all de­ 
manded a more prom pt and united 
action of the entire community. The 
building of this road is all im portant to 
us, and we must not stand idly by and 
let the opportunity to inaugurate and 
carry out the work slip through our 
fingers. 


Los Angeles Raisins. 


A visit yesterday to the Alden fruit 
drying factory of Mr. G e o . B. D a v i s , 
in course of construction on the east 
side of tlie river, satisfied us th at the 
works were being pushed rapidly for­ 
ward and that the factory would be in 
operation in a short time. The brick 
work inclosing the three vaporizers is 
all completed, and the evaporators 
were finished almost to the third floor. 
From Mr. F r a n k P y l e , who is super­ 
intending the work, we learned that 
the evaporators would be ready for 
operation in about one week from this 
time. 
We m ake this statem ent for 
the information of grape-growers who 
wish to dispose of their grapes to Mr. 
D a v i s and are anxious to know at 
what time he will be ready to receive 
them. Mr. P y l e is pushing each di­ 
vision of the work as rapidly as the 
number of workmen to be obtained 
will do it. The first work of the evap­ 
orators will be the m anufacture of rai­ 
sins from the Mission grape. As these 
grapes ripen, Mr. P y l e becomes more 
thoroughly impressed w ith the opin­ 
ion th at they will make a raisin vastly 
-superior to that manufactured from 
the Mission grape in other portions of 
the State. 
This opinion is shared by 
Mr. M c M u l l i n and other San Fran­ 
cisco wholesale grocers who have vis­ 
ited this city and valley during the 
present Sum m er. 
The indications aro 
that Mr. D a v i s will not be able to 
meet the dem and for his raisins until 
he enlarges his factory to its fullest ca­ 
pacity, which is th a t of sixteen evap­ 
orators. 


Another Pacific Railroad. 


The greatest w ant of California,uext 
to a large addition to her population, 
is another Pacific Railroad, and it is 
even doubtful if the railroad is not 
her first want, since that would inev­ 
itably contribute largely to her pop­ 
ulation. 
Our isolation was relieved 
very much by the construction of the 
Central line, but that line lias too 
m uch the character of a monopoly to 
yield all the benefits th at were ex­ 
pected from it. Both the Central, and 
the Uuion Pacific 
Companies 
fell 
under the control of persons some­ 
what lacking in an appreciation of the 
benefits conferred upon them by a 
generous public. 
A distinct, but at 
the same time most natural manifes­ 
tation of self-seeking has ever been 
observable in the m anagem ent of the 
read already built and nothing, short 
of a healthy competition can correct 
the evil. But even if a more generous 
spirit had always been displayed by 
them and those railroads had been 
conducted on the most magnanimous 
principles towards the public; never­ 
theless such is the vast extent of our 
country on the Facific Coast, stretch­ 
ing as it does through m any degrees 
of latitude, th a t more than one rail­ 
road connecting us with the Atlantic 
States is absolutely indispensible. 
Its 
necessity is increasing w ith the rapid 
growth of Southern California, which 
reaches off towards that part of the 
Union w ith which we are most close­ 
ly allied by climate and productions. 
It is now understood th at the Texas 
Pacific and the Atlantic and Pacific 
have been united under one m anage­ 
ment, and the energies of both organ­ 
izations can therefore be directed to­ 
wards the one grand object of pushing 
on towards the Pacific Ocean. 
An 
enterprise of so much national impor­ 
tance ought to have the encourage­ 
m ent of the N ational Government; 
as it indeed lias in the form of 
large donations of land, but it deserves 
some more direct amd available aid; 
as for example a guaranty of interest 
at a lim ited rate for a limited time 
upon a lim ited am ount of lands, is­ 
sued for its construction, as fast as 
constructed, but no faster. 
Such a 
procedure on the part of the Govern­ 
m ent would 
be w ithout risk, and 
would result in an early completion of 
the road, and a t the same tim e very 
great advantage to the Government. 
Should the Government in the tran s­ 
action be required to pay a few hun­ 
dred thousand dollars as interest, a 
thing not likely, but possible, it would 
be returned ten, tw enty or a hundred 
fold in national glory and renown, in 
national wealth, in security along 
our border, in exemption from Indian 
disturbances, in agricultural, mineral 
and commercial developments, and in 
m any other unthought-of ways. 
It is 
susceptible of demonstration th at the 
Government would save large am ounts 
of money in the operation, for the 
most expensive portion of our m ilitary 
establishments are in Arizona and 
New Mexico, which would be trav­ 
ersed by a Southern Pacific Railroad. 
The anti-railroad feeling th at lias 
grown up in this country out of the 
mis-m anagement of the line already 
constructed is blindly opposing every 
other enterprise of a like character, 
but the only way of correcting the 
evils wrought upon the public is to 
encourage competition, and that en­ 
couragement ought to come from the 
general Government,whence the pres­ 
ent monopoly derives its strength. 
If 
the creation of this monopoly was the 
work of Congress, it is unquestionably 
the duty of Congress to relieve the 
public from th a t monopoly, which it 
can easily do in the way suggested. 


Latest Telegrams. 


T h e robbery of im m igrants on the 
overland railroad by three-card monte 
sharps is of almost daily occurrence. 
It is strange that the officers on the 
Contral Pacific and Union Pacific roads 
cannot prevent the repetition of these 
outrages. The robber-gamblers can­ 
not but be known to the conductors of 
trains, and the wouder is why do they 
see ignorant men fleeced of their last 
dollar without taking some action for 
preventing it.

Officer, which was 


presented 
to 
the 
Common 
Council 


yesterday 
We extract 
the following 


points of interest concerning 
the san- 


itary condition of our city: 
During 


the quarter 
ending 
October 
Ist the 


Health Officer has ordered 
1 lie abate- 


ment of three hundred 
and sixty nui- 


sances, comprising every kind of dan- 
gerous and offensive 
accumulation 
of 


garbage resulting from carelessness 
of 


citizens and insufficient 
drainage. 
A 


large number 
of these 
orders 
have 


been compiled with but many still re- 
main without attention either through 
neglect or imperfect 
sewerage 
facili- 


ties. 
Only a limited 
mortuary report 


was presented, 
in consequence 
of the 


recent 
establishment 
of regulations 


compelling reports to be 
made to the 


officer. 
The lirst report of death 
sent 


in under the regulations 
of the Health 


Ordinance 
was dated August 20th, and 


the full number reported up to October 
Ist was thirty-eight. 
Sufficient time 


has not yet elapsed 
to form the 
basis 


ofany statistical 
remarks 
or conclu- 


sions. 
The report says: 


Our city has been fortunately spared 


from the ravages of contagious diseas- 
es during the quarter, 
.lust now,how- 


ever, scarlatina 
has broken out again. 


There are many cases in tho city but 
at present 
of a mild type. 
Judging 


from its ravages 
last 
Winter we may 


predict its equal severity this Winter. 
Unlike miasmatic 
fevers, it increases 


in this country during the cold, 
wet 


months. 
The' mortality in our city 


among children 
has 
been 
dispropor- 


tionately great for such 
a salubrious 


climate us ours and if the cause 
exists 


in our badly ventilated and-old adobe 
houses with' their imperfectly cleansed 
premises, 
the vigilance of the health 


officers 
cannot 
be too faithfully ap- 


plied to correct it. 


The number ofbirths reported 
since 


the first of August 
was fifty-nine or 


since the 20th of August, forty-six?an 
excess 
of eight over the number of 


deaths for the same time, 
We regret 


that we cannot, quote more extensive- 
lyfrom the Doctor's 
report as it con- 


tained many suggestions regarding the 
measures 
most necessary 
to be adopted 


for the 
preservation 
of health ami 


cleanliness in our city. Among others 
was a recommendation 
for the 
estab- 


lishment of a city market 
which we 


think deserves 
serious 
consideration 


on the part of the Council. 
During 


his term ofoffice Dr. McKee has 
dis- 


charged the duties devolving upon him 
in a thorough and conscientious 
man- 


per.and he deserves credit for making a 
decided change 
for the better 
in the 


sanitary regulations of our city.
